SECTION 1. PAID-UP COVERAGE UNDER SURVIVOR BENE-3

FIT PLAN.4

Section 1452 of title 10, United States Code, is5

amended by adding at the end the following new sub-6

section:7
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‘‘(j) COVERAGE PAID UP AT 30 YEARS AND AGE1

70.—Effective October 1, 2003, no reduction may be2

made under this section in the retired pay of a participant3

in the Plan for any month after the later of—4

‘‘(1) the 360th month for which the partici-5

pant’s retired pay is reduced under this section; and6

‘‘(2) the month during which the participant at-7

tains 70 years of age.’’.8
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
